PACIFIC SIMPLIFIES 
REMOVAL OF STUCK CASES 


Pacific Tool Company has simplified 
the job of removing cases stuck in 
reloading size dies. Pacific's new Stuck 
Case Remover involves only three parts 
— compared with as many as five parts 
needed by other types on the market. In 
addition, it uses the positive force of a 
reloading press to extract the case, mak- 
ing the operation much less of a 
slowdown for the reloader. 

The new 3-piece Stuck Case Remover 
consists of a No. 7 drilland1/4” 20 tap, 
plus a remover body designed to fit into 
the universal shell holder on any stan- 
dard reloading press. When a case 
becomes stuck, the operator simply 
drills out the primer pocket and taps it to 
accept the remover body. He then places 
the die and stuck case back into the 
reloading press, inserts the remover 
body in the shell holder and screws it 
into the threaded hole he has prepared.

A BULLET COMPARATOR 


Bullet quality and uniformity has much 
to do with the finest accuracy. We are 
hard pressed to judge the absolute 
uniformity during most match condi- 
tions. There are times, however, when 
shooting conditions are nearly perfect 
and the quality of bullets will show up in 
group size. 

Many bench competitors check for 
bullet concentricity, particularly those 
who make their own match bullets. 
Several of my shooting friends give this 
a great deal of attention. In this check 
we concern ourselves with spinning 
bullets within ten’s of thousands (.0001’’) 
and most are not satisfied with more 
than 3/10’s or perhaps 4/10’s. In addi- 
tion, many sort bullets by length into 
.003” to .005’’ groups, depending on 
caliber. In the smaller calibers, bullets 
that are properly made hold their length 
very well. As we go up to the .30 caliber 
size, and heavier weights, we find that 
length error becomes quite large. For 
example, some lots of .30 caliber bullets 
will vary in length as much as .030”. In 
my experience, the price of these bullets 
has little to do with length uniformity. 

One aspect of bullet uniformity that 
has received little attention is the dis- 
tance from the base of the bullet forward 
to the point where the ogive starts it’s 
curve toward the point of the bullet. This 
distance can also vary from bullet to 
bullet and | would suspect has a lot more 
to do with accuracy than meets the eye. 
The increase and decrease in this dis- 
tance from base to ogive changes the 
bearing surface between bullet and bar- 
rel, and therefore it would appear to me 
that a variance in pressure and velocity 
will result in some degree. 

Not long ago | received a die from 
Seely Masker. It is designed to check the 
base to ogive distance. The die is 
designed to hold the bullet as in the bar- 
rel, the ogive making contact with rifling. 
The base of the bullet extends above the 
end of the die. The distance of the back

end of the bullet above the die can then 
be measured. This can be done with a 
vernier caliper or with a dial indicator 
mounted on a comparator stand. The lat- 
ter makes for rapid checking. The die | 
received from Seely was for .30 caliber 
bullets. 

| made up a comparator stand, much 
like the one Seely is making, and 
checked out some .30 caliber bullets. 
This proved to be rather a startling ex- 
perience when first tried. For example, a 
box of high priced, quality (7) bullets 
was selected at random. The bullets 
varied from base to ogive by 0.26” and 
one was .032” short. | wonder where that 
one would have gone? The check was 
further carried out with the popular Sier- 
ra 168 grain International HP .30 caliber. 
A box was pulled at random. First, they 
were sorted by checking for length. This 
was done in the die, the departure point 
at the base resting on the rifling in the 


die and measuring from that point to the 
point of the bullet. | established a .005” 
maximum tolerance and ended with 
three groups for this box of bullets, the 
maximum total ranging .016’”. This was 
better than expected, for previous 
checks have often produced several 
bullets that were .030” long or more. 
These three groups were then 
checked for uniformity of the base to 
Ogive distance. The check proved one 
thing about this particular box of bullets. 
Those bullets that were on long size dur- 
ing total length checks had the error in 
the ogive section of the bullet. Those 
bullets that were short in total length 
were short in the base/ogive area, not 
the ogive. Only one bullet out of the 100 
that was in the long group had the error 
in the base/ogive area. 
| then followed Seely’s idea and made 
up a die for .224” bullets. In the same 
manner, bullets made in B&A dies, 
Remington 52 grain and Sierra 53 grain 
bullets were checked. The error, in all 
three cases, was very minor. Length er- 
rors were, for the most part, .003’" and 
the base/ogive error was a maximum of 
.002”.. This covered three boxes of 
bullets and was therefore somewhat 
limited in scope. It is possible that some 
lots would have greater errors than this. 
During the limited use of this equip- 
ment the following was learned. First, as 
in bullet making, you must be clean. Any 
foreign matter or dust on the bullet and 
in the die will produce some bad indica- 
tions. Second, the check can be made 
with a vernier, but takes some practice 
so that the pressure applied on the bullet 
is the same each time. The comparator 
stand with a dial indicator eliminates this 
problem when properly set up; and it’s 
faster. With the stand 100 bullets can be 
checked in ten to fifteen minutes. 
Third, those bullets that tend to be 
short in length tend to have the greatest 
error in the base/ogive distance. Those 
bullets that are long for a particular lot

SILHOUETTES 


Silhouette is becoming ‘‘quite popu- 
lar’ comparatively. Ridgway holds a 
monthly shoot during the summer and 
fall. Allentown holds matches sort of 
spasmodically and | understand a range 
is being constructed near Pittsburgh 
and another is contemplated somewhere 
just south of the Pa.-N.Y. border. 

| have competed in three Silhouette 
matches. No. 1 was at Black Canyon 
range near Phoenix where | shot a 9 out 
of 40 with Emory Tooly’s 30-06. For a 
first match this was not too bad, as there 
were many scores lower. No. 2 was at 
Ridgway, Pa. where | shot a 10 out of 40 
in their June match. No. 3 was at Ridg- 
way in July. Twelve out of 40 was the 
score at this match. 

None of these were winning scores, 
but as you can see there was improve- 
ment. In general, Silhouette has three 
classes based on scores. The exact 
breakoff points have been established 
by the NRA, but the different ranges 
have their own interpretation. Ridgway 
uses a Lewis system at each match to 


tend to have the better base/ogive 
uniformity; this was based on limited 
checks made to date. Fourth, the error in 
.224” bullets of match quality is minor 
and probably of no importance provided 
total length error is minor. 

No checks were made on 6mm bullets 
at this point. For soft point bullets, this 
check would probably be more valid 
than total length checks because soft 
points tend to get deformed. Some add- 
ed degree of selectivity can be had with 
the base/ogive check. 

For those who are interested in this 
equipment, Seely is making up dies of 
different calibers, plus a comparator 
stand and can also supply a .0005”’ dial 
indicator.

determine the classes. This means that 
you win a class if the mathematics say 
so. Class AA shooters are top. Their 
scores, depending on conditions, will 
range from about 17 out of 40 to approx- 
imately 30 out of 40. A “possible” of 40 
out of 40 is essentially impossible to at- 
tain. 

Silhouette is all off hand with a 10 Ib. 2 
oz. rifle including scope. The scope can 
be any power in the U.S. but most 
shooters stick with a maximum of 10X. 
Windy conditions can make a higher 
power scope a definite psychological 
hazard. Since we have gone this far it 
might be worthwhile to describe the 
course of fire. 

The targets are metallic silhouette cut 
from armor or boiler plate. The closest is 
the ‘Gallina’, or chicken silhouette, .at 
200 meters, approximately 220 yds. The 
shooter has five shots to shoot at each 
bank of 5 silhouettes in 2 1/2 minutes. 
The next range is the ‘‘Javelina’’, or pig, 


at 300 meters. This is reported to be the 
easiest target. If you think it is easy, just 
try knocking over a pig size metallic 
silhouette at 327 yds. off hand. Ha! 

The third test of your off hand skill is at 
385 meters at silhouettes of turkeys, 
“‘Guajolete’”. This is considered to be 
the toughest target. At 500 meters the 50 
lb. sheep, ‘“Borrego’’, silhouette will 
stand immovable against anything less 
than 1000 ft. Ibs. of energy. So plan on 
delivering at least that amount at 500 
meters with any cartridge you choose. 
The rules say it must be 6mm or larger. 
Incidentally, the rifle must be a repeater 
and only one rifle can be used for the full 
course. 

The game originated in Mexico. 
Arizona and New Mexico have the most 
ranges and year around matches. They 
use the Mexican names for the metallic 
silhouettes and Mexican range com- 
mands.

From The Workbench

PIERCED PRIMERS 


Recently | had my Heavy Varmint dis- 
abled by a primer which was pierced. 
The small disk of metal was forced back 
into the bolt and the rifle would not fire. 
This took place during testing and my 
gunsmith was able to repair it for me. 

Is there any way | could solve this 
myself if it were to happen at a match? | 
would hate to disqualify if there is a way 
out. 


On occasions, though seldom, the 
primer fragment will fall back through 
the firing pin hole by holding the bolt 
vertical and tapping the face of the bolt 
on the bench. 

If this fails, removal of the firing pin 
assembly will be necessary. 

Assuming your rifle has a Remington 
action, removal at the bench, without the 
proper tools, would be a real chore — 
practically impossible without prior 
practice. (Ed. Note: | got caught in this 
one once. To solve it in a hurry grab the 
bolt in the right hand, press the slanted 
surface of the cocking piece against a 
bench and push down hard to expose 
either the base of the cocking piece or 
the factory slot cut in newer bolts. 

Insert a dime or any other thin item in 
the slot. Release pressure and unscrew 
the bolt. Use the firing pin tip to knock 
out the disc which is stuck in the hole. 
To reassemble reverse the above and 
remove the coin. If it works keep the 
coin for it is a lucky one that saved your 
day. 

The total time, with practice, is less 


than it takes to read this description. 
R.R.M) 

Firing pin removable on a M70 or 
Mauser can be accomplished by cock- 
ing the rifle, moving the safety to the half 
position, removing the bolt, depressing 
the sleeve lock and unscrewing the fir- 
ing pin assembly. 

However, if you are piercing primers, | 
urge you to alter your load and/or 
change primer types. 

* * * 

During the past woodchuck season | 
had a problem with my scope bases 
working loose on several occasions. | 
kept the rifle well oiled for it was a wet 
summer in our area. Did that cause the 
problem? | have heard it said that dry 
screws hold better than dirty or oily 
ones. Is that true? How can | avoid this 
problem without resorting to chemical 
sealers? 


| strongly endorse the use of a chemi- 
cal sealer on base screws and would 
recommend Loctite. Elmer’s glue will 
also suffice. 

However, if you would rather not go 
this route, thoroughly degrease the 
screws and threaded holes before in- 
stalling the screws, making sure that 
none of the screws are bottoming before 
they tighten firmly on the base. 

Also check to see if the bases fit the 
contour of your receiver. 

Many bases fail to make proper con- 
tact due to extremes in manufacturing 
tolerances in both bases and receivers. 

When these extremes exist, bedding 
the base or bases to the receiver

becomes the only alternative.

While shooting my favorite crow rifle | 
noticed that the zero had changed quite 
a bit from the original setting taken back 
home. The trip was across three states 
and | suspect that humidity caused the 
fore-end pressure to change. 

Would a floated barrel eliminate this 
problem? 


Assuming your scope didn’t take a 
“blow” during your trip, | suspect fore- 
end pressure is your problem. 

Floating the barrel will of course elimi- 
nate any fore-end problems, but if your 
rifle bedding is still “factory” | would 
strongly suggest a complete rebedding, 
using a good bedding compound such 
as Bisonite. 

When rebedding, | would bed approx- 
imately 1” to 2” of the barrel at the 
breech, and float the balance. 

My experience has proven that a flo- 
ated barrel will produce a more consis- 
tant performing rifle and has no ill 
effects on accuracy. 

* * 

How do | remove a minor rust spot 
from the barrel of my old Sako Forester 
Heavy Barrel 243 without leaving a 
bright spot? 


The most suitable product | have 
found for ‘‘touch up” is a cold blue by 
the name of OXPHO-Blue distributed by 
Brownells Inc., Montezuma, lowa. 

Wet a small piece of No. 0 steel wool 
with the bluing agent and rub the spot 
until the rust is removed. 

As the rust comes off the bluing goes 
on. 

One application will usually match the 
color of old and worn bluing. 

Additional applications will produce a 
deeper blue. 

In some cases a black felt tip marking 
pencil can be used to touch up 
scratches. This also works well on the 


anodized aluminum parts.

finger relief was a S.S.A.A. rifle range. 
The more he attended the more the ac- 
curacy bug bit and finally he decided his 
forte was benchrest and he purchased 
the best equipment available at the time. 
On his regular sorties to the range he im- 
plored me to accompany him until one 
day in 1971 his pleas were heeded. To 
him the day represented a victory but to 
me it realized a headache and a sore 
shoulder from a stoked up .243. | en- 
joyed the fresh air and a mild sense of 
achievement. 

| made subsequent trips to the range 
in the ensuing months, became _in- 
terested in the developments and 
became either deaf or oblivious to the 
noise. | began to really look forward to 
fronting the benchest, took an active in- 
terest in hand loading, began to think 
and express my own ideas on bedding, 
barrels, projectiles, etc., and aided by 
Tom’s enthusiasm for being together in 
a family type sport | was hooked. 

Late 1971 saw us enter State Cham- 
pionship competition for the first time 
and | was fortunate enough to gain a 
silver class aggregate medal in Light 
Varmint (only over 4 target course) and 
that really whetted the appetite. Easter 
time 1972 saw us at our first Nationals 
(also 4 target affair) and both ended in 
the top ten in Light and Heavy but more 
importantly the experience gained was 
invaluable and gave us a great insight 
into competition. 

Following these matches we decided 
we wanted to be part of the action in a 
sport where the possible had never been 
achieved and one that knows no bounds 
on the grounds of age or sex. The com- 
mitment was wholehearted and we have 
attended competitions regularly since 
1972 at all levels from gala shoots, 
branch championships, state and inter- 
state, Nationals and Internationals. 

For my own shooting precis, | won my 
first National medal in 1973 for Heavy 
Varmint 100 Aggregate (over the first ten 
target course) establishing the first offi- 
cial record for that aggregate. In 1974 | 
became the first female to win a ten 


target National class by being victorious, 
in Heavy Varmint and in the process set-: 
ting a 100 Aggregate record of .2721 that 
is still current at the time of writing. At 
the same Nationals | won the 200 Sporter 
class aggregate setting a record that 
was eclipsed in the 1976 Nationals. | also 
was second in Sporter Class Grand Ag- 
gregate and second in 4 Gun Aggregate. 

At the 1975 Nationals | was second in 
Heavy Varmint Grand Aggregate and 
second in 4 Gun. My husband, Tom, was 
third in same. At the 1976 Nationals | 
gained a third placing in Light Varmint 
Grand Aggregate. In late 1975 at the 
CCl-Speer matches, attended by our 
friends from America travelling as 
“Down Under Destination” team, | had 
the good fortune to win the Heavy Var- 
mint 100 Aggregate Trophy and was 
placed second in the class aggregate 
behind Skip Gordon. | have also placed 
on Australia’s Light Varmint Interna- 
tional Postal teams in 1974 and 1975 and 
during the course of the 1974 matches 
shot a 200 yard group record of .331 
which again is also still current at the 
time of this writing. 

On the administrative side | have been 
State Benchrest Secretary since 1973 
and on the S.S.A.A. N.S.W. State Coun- 
cil since 1974. | presently have the 
portfolio of Competitions Officer. My 
greatest sense of achievement has been 
my election last month to the S.S.A.A. 
National Committee where | will repre- 
sent all shooters (irrespective of facet) 
from my home state which not only 
boasts the largest membership in the 
continent but was the foundation ground 
of S.S.A.A. Personally this position is 
gratifying for two reasons. The first 
being | have been recognized as a 
shooter not just a benchrester, and sec- 
ondly in a world where women’s lib is a 
harried catch cry the shooting sports 
arena, as we all know, is an area in 
which such a group can never point the
